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Majestic  Hawks

This  spring,  a  pair  of  red-tailed  hawks  is  nesting  high 
in  a  eucalyptus  tree  in  Glen  Canyon  Park  on  the  west 
side  of  the  canyon.  I  have  watched  the  pair  since 
March,  when  they  first  showed  signs  of  defending 
their  territory  and  rebuilding  an  existing  nest. 

It  is  not  easy  on  the  emotions  to  watch  these 
hawks.  So  much  can  go  wrong  before  the  pair 
succeeds  in  raising  young.  A  hawk  expert  at  the 
Golden  Gate  Raptor  Observatory  says  this  spring 
has  been  particularly  hard  on  nesting  red  tails.  Too 
much  rain  limits  the  availability  of  prey,  and  too 
much  wind  blows  nests  apart.  Marauding  ravens 
and  great  horned  owls  will  kill  hawk  chicks  left 
unguarded.  Of  the  seven  red-tailed  hawk  nests  he 
is  monitoring  in  Marin,  only  two  have  live  chicks.  The 
other  five  nests  have  "failed." 

By  comparison,  the  Glen  Canyon  pair  appear  to 
be  doing  well.  Three  young  chicks  hatched  around 
Easter.  Since  then,  the  male  has  been  hunting 
nonstop — from  early  morning  until  nightfall.  I  see 
him  swoop  down  on  the  native  grassland  on  the 
east  side  of  the  canyon  and  catch  small  mammals. 
Sometimes  after  hunting,  instead  of  returning  to

the  nest,  he  flies  in  small  circles  above  the  canyon; 
from  below,  I  often  see  the  prey  in  his  talons. 

After  hawk  chicks  are  born,  not  only  do  the 
parents  have  to  hunt  most  of  the  day,  they  also 
have  to  defend  their  territory  from  interlopers  and 
fend  off  attacks  from  other  birds.  Recently  I  saw  the 
pair  engage  in  aerial  combat  with  a  third  red  tail, 
who  was  trying  to  invade  their  territory.  The 
resident  male  stopped  hunting  and  flew  out  to 
challenge  the  trespasser.  The  female  shot  off  the 
nest  to  join  forces  with  her  mate.  The  three  hawks 
circled  higher  and  higher  over  Diamond  Heights  in 
what  seemed  a  display  of  dominance.  Suddenly,  in 
midflight,  the  Glen  Canyon  male  reared  back,  thrust 
his  legs  toward  the  unwelcome  hawk,  and  let  out  a 
fierce  cry.  The  invader  fled;  the  battle  was  over. 

Because  red  tail  hawks  are  so  large,  you  might 
think  other  birds  don't  attack  them.  But  they  do, 
particularly  smaller  birds,  who  have  the  advantage 
of  greater  mobility.  Late  one  afternoon,  the  Glen 
Canyon  pair  was  flying  over  Sussex  Street,  returning 
to  the  nest.  The  male  had  a  small  rodent  in  his  talons 
and  was  flapping  his  wings  hard,  as  if  he  could  barely 
make  it  back  to  the  canyon.  As  he  struggled,  five 
crows  attacked  him  from  above,  taking  turns  aiming 
for  his  wings.  One  after  another,  they  dove  straight 
down  on  him,  but  the  exhausted  hawk  never 
changed  his  course.  Instead,  just  as  each  attacker 
neared  its  target,  the  hawk  tucked  in  his  wing  at  the 
last  second.  All  five  crows  missed  their  mark.

Typically,  if  a  habitat  provides  enough  food,  the 
male  does  the  bulk  of  the  hunting  and  the  female 
remains  on  the  nest.  The  fact  that  the  Glen  Canyon 
adults  have  to  hunt  simultaneously  while  their 
chicks  are  too  young  to  defend  themselves  shows 
they  are  struggling  to  find  enough  food  to  feed 
themselves  and  their  family.  A  hawk  expert  told  me 
that  Glen  Canyon  is  only  big  enough  to  support  two 
adult  redtails  and  one  young.  I  am  seeing  the  truth 
of  this  observation  first-hand. 

However,  hawks  are  not  the  park's  only  residents. 
Smaller,  equally  compelling  events  take  place  daily 
in  the  canyon.  Every  insect,  reptile,  bird,  mammal 
and  plant  has  its  own  story  to  tell.  The  park  is 
comprised  of  many  worlds — discoveries  await  us.

In  Glen  Canyon  Park  with  Jean  Conner 

One  of  the  questions  I'm  most  often  asked  about 
the  park  is,  "Is  there  any  poison  oak?"  The  answer 
is  yes.  If  you've  been  anywhere  in  the  park  and 
haven't  contracted  poison  oak,  you  are  either 
immune  to  it  or  you  have  been  very  lucky. 

Poison  oak  (Rhus  diversiloba),  a  member  of  the 
sumac  family,  can  be  found  in  all  areas  of  Glen 
Canyon  Park.  It  grows  in  shady,  wet,  sunny  and  dry 
places  as  a  shrub  or  vine.  The  toxin  is  released  only 
when  the  plant  or  leaf  is  bruised,  but  small  oil 
droplets  carried  in  the  smoke  from  burning  poison 
oak  can  be  a  source  of  dermatitis. 

Poison  oak  is  a  native  plant  and  has  its  value  in  the 
natural  habitat.  The  flowers  serve  as  a  source  of 
nectar  for  insects.  When  bees  make  honey  from  the 
pollen,  the  honey  contains  no  poisons.  The  berries 
are  a  food  source  for  birds  and  other  animals.  The 
shrubs  offer  nesting  and  shelter  for  animals  and 
serve  as  natural  barriers,  protecting  fragile  plant 
areas  from  human  traffic. 

But  in  spite  of  its  positive  properties,  poison  oak 
is  growing  so  well  in  some  areas  of  the  park  that  it 
presents  a  dilemma  for  humans.  Your  best  defense 
against  poison  oak  is  to  recognize  it  in  all  of  its 
forms  throughout  the  year. 

It  is  easy  to  recognize  in  summer,  with  its  shiny, 
dark  green  leaves  made  up  of  three  leaflets.  Its 
small  green  flowers  bloom  in  hanging  clusters.  The 
leaves  turn  beautiful  shades  of  red  in  late  summer 
and  early  fall.  Winter,  when  the  plant  has  dropped 
all  its  leaves,  is  when  poison  oak  is  most  difficult  to 
identify.  It  has  a  smooth  gray  bark  with  the  smaller 
twigs  meeting  the  larger  stems  at  almost  a  right 
angle.  In  early  spring  the  new  growth  appearing  on 
the  branches  is  red.

My  defense  against  poison  oak  is  to  always  wear 
protective  clothing  when  in  the  park:  shoes  with 
socks,  long  pants,  long-sleeved  shirt  and  gloves. 
Stick  to  the  main  paths,  which  are  almost  always 
kept  clear  of  poison  oak.  Dog  walkers  should  keep 
their  dogs  on  a  leash.  Don't  throw  balls  or  sticks  up 
onto  the  hillside.  Cat  owners  living  near  the  park 
should  turn  their  cats  into  housecats. 

A  preparation  called  "Tec  Nu"  can  be  used  after 
exposure  to  poison  oak.  Members  of  the 
Conservation  Corps  say  it  really  works. 

With  care  you  can  enjoy  the  park.  Hope  to  see 
you  there.

"In  The  Cbrrimunity...For  The  Community" 
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The  Joost  Brothers:  Leading  the  Pack  and 
First  on  the  Track

Joost  Avenue,  which  starts  at  the  foot  of  Monterey 
Boulevard  and  ends  at  Hazelwood  Avenue,  was 
named  for  Behrend  and  Isaac  (or  Tonges)  Joost, 
and  their  electric  trolley  line  centered  in  Glen  Park. 
Their  story  begins  in  Saxony,  Germany,  from  which 
they  emigrated  in  the  1840s.  On  December  25, 
1915,  a  columnist  known  as  "Old  Timer"  wrote  in 
the  San  Francisco  Observer  the  following  description 
of  Behrend's  arrival:  "I  remember  well  that  afternoon 
'way  back  in  '50  when  a  vessel  from  New  York 
anchored  in  the  harbor.  Among  the  passengers  was 
a  lank  young  German,  scarcely  out  of  his  teens.  His 
hair  and  complexion  strongly  suggested  a  tinge  of 
the  gold  that  had  lured  him  to  the  new  El  Dorado. 
His  eyes  rivaled  the  azure  above  us.  While  I  was 
guessing  who  he  might  be,  a  man  rushed  from  the 
crowd  on  the  wharf  and  grabbed  him  in  both  arms. 
Tears  moistened  the  eyes  of  both,  and  for  fully  a 
minute  neither  spoke.  'Behrend!'  'Tonges!'" 

The  brothers  were  very  industrious  in  their  new 
home.  The  Joost  brothers  allegedly  purchased 
Rancho  San  Miguel,  encompassing  all  of  Glen  Park, 
Diamond  Heights,  Mount  Davidson,  Ingleside  Terrace, 
Twin  Peaks  and  most  of  Noe  Valley,  Ocean  View, 
Forest  Hill  and  the  Outer  Mission.  The  roughly 
4,444-acre  ranch  was  deeded  to  Jose  de  Jesus  Noe 
in  1845,  but  Noe  was  forced  to  sell  soon  after. 

The  city's  first  opportunity  to  sample  electric 
trolleys  came  in  1891  when  Behrend  and  Tonges 
organized  the  San  Francisco  and  San  Mateo  Railroad 
Company.  The  central  point  of  operations  was  at 
San  Jose  Avenue  and  30th  Street,  and  the  car  barn 
and  pump  house  for  storing  water  was  located  at 
the  juncture  of  Baden  Street  and  Circular  Avenue. 
The  line  ran  roughly  from  Steuart  and  Market 
streets  to  the  line's  terminus  just  beyond  the  Holy 
Cross  cemetary.  This  prompted  the  Cypress  Lawn 
Cemetary  Association  to  successfullly  pressure  the 
electric  railway  company  to  inaugurate  funeral  car 
service,  inasmuch  as  the  roads  to  the  cemetaries 
were  very  poor  and  not  conducive  to  safe  and 
comfortable  carriage  traffic.  In  truth,  this  was  the 
situation  throughout  the  city  at  the  time,  and  this 
new  form  of  transportation  was  considered  a 
godsend.  Unfortunately,  the  Joost  line  did  not  pay 
expenses  and  was  sold  at  a  foreclosure  sale  on  April 
11,  1896.  The  final  large  consolidation  of  privately 


owned  street  railways  in  San  Francisco  came  in 
1902  when  the  San  Francisco  and  San  Mateo 
Electric  Railroad  was  purchased  along  with  all  the 
other  major  lines,  forming  the  United  Railroads  of 
San  Francisco.  It  does  seem  ironic  that  in  1891,  the 
very  first  electric  car  service  in  San  Francisco  was 
able  to  go  all  the  way  to  Colma — a  feat  our  20th- 
century  BART  system  is  still  struggling  to  accomplish. 

What  became  of  the  Joost  brothers  and  their 
families  has  not  yet  surfaced,  and  the  Glen  Park 
News  would  appreciate  any  further  insights  into 
this  bit  of  history.
